KN OFFICIAL SNUB 


Rudely Flung at Genial Robert 
Louis Stevenson. 


A CONSUL WITH A GROUCH 








The Author Called on the Newly Ap- 
pointed Official at Apia to Pay Hie 
Respects and Was Ghown the Door 
With Few Words end No Ceremony. 


When Robert Louls Stevenson lived 
in Samoa he dressed as the others 
there did. Up at Vailima they all went 
about in their bare feet, except when 
expecting guests. 

When Stevenson came into Apia he 
looked only half dreased. He always 
came down with a e#oft shirt on and 
generally white flannel trousers, some- 
times with a red sash round the waist. 

On one occasion the gemial author was 
cruelly snubbed by a newly eppotad 
2d British consul at Apia, ome Colonel 
De Coetlogon. The story ts told im 
“With Stevenson In Samoa,” by H & 
Moors, the author: 

One Sunday morntag while Steven- 
‘on and myself, barefoot and in paja- 
nas, were discussing the various local 
‘elebrities, my friend suddenly jumped 
op and announced that he had ne 
zlected a bounden duty. Here be had 
been in Apia for some considerable 
time and had not yet called on 
Britannic majesty’s representative. Eiy- 
ery Britisher of mark should attend to 
such a duty at the earliest possible 
mowent! 1 must introduce him with 
sut one moment’s further delay! 
“Come along. Moors,” said he; “let's 
get it off our mind!” 

I informed him that Colonel De Oset- 
logon was himself a new maa ia the 
place—be had been in Apia bat a Mtthe 
while—~and I had not yet met him 
People who had met him had mostty 
jeclared him to be an exctusive, crusty 
old fellow, full of pomposity. I was 
therefore very loath to go until the new 
wrrival bad simmered down somewhat. 
{t was rumored that he had been for 
years governor of some great jail in 
Britain, and people remarked that he 
treated many of his callers as ticket of 
leave men who had come in to report. 

But Stevenson, feeling very sure of 
his powers to charm this 
would take no wurning, but shouted 
gayly: “Come on, Moors! I'll attend 
to this case. He'll welcome us all 
right.” I pointed out his :attire and 
his lack of shoes, and, withsa sigh, he 
compromised so fur as to put on a 
clean shirt und a puir of trousers and 
shoes, but my best efforts+ would not 
induce him to wear a coat.

A Scientist Says the Poles- nei 
Melted and Tropies Had 
leebergs. 


One of the most fascinating spec- 
ulations in which men have ever 
sr vig (says a writer in ‘‘Scicn- 
tifie Siftings’’) is that which Profes- 
sor Garrett P. Serviss has advanc- 
ed. It assumes that the axis of the 
earth, in some long ago time, t'p- 
ped over, so that the poles and the 
equator changed places,

Outskirts of the the Empire Filli

The most significant feature of 


the Japanese policy to-day is its 


colonization programme, On_ the 
outskirts of the Empire a new race 
of Japanese is in the making, shap- 
ed by the same forces, says a writer 
inthe American Review of 
views, that have made the pioneers 
of every zone notable as the most 
adaptable, ‘open-minded and lib- 
erty-loving men. 

he 50,000,000 population of the 
empire is being annually augmgent- 
ed by a net increase of 500,000 faby 
Japanese. For centuries the popu- 
lation of the main and southern is- 
lands has been-a ‘‘saturated solu- 
tion.’ A given number die and 
their room is at once reoccupied, 
but after these are all replaced 
that 500,000 surplus remains each 
year without provision. 

The expedient most readily hit 
upon was to aid the emigration of 
the overcrowded to other coun- 
tries. Opposition blocked this pro- 
gramme, however, immediately’ in 
New Zealand and Australia. and a 
little later in the United States and 
Thousaands entered Mex- 
ido and Chile, but the condition of 
the emigrant was there far less de- 
sirable. 

Various commissions ‘appointed 
by Parliament were despatched to 
the Hokaido, Formosa, Sakhalin, 
Corea, and Manchuria to look the 
land over and report to Tokio, 
With much of junketing, more or 
less questioning of local officers 
and sone personal investigation 
these grolips of colony cruisers re- 
turned and Tokio was advised that 
the Hokaido could support 10,000,- 
000 additional inhabitants; that 
Sakhalin was a lean land and her 
quota must be reckoned only in 
hundreds of thousands; that For- 
mosa when tamed would absorb. 
specified millions, and the vast mil- 
let plains and forest clearings of 
Manchuria would accommodate so 
many millions more. 

Therefore without  overforcing 
the development of these sections, 
the 500,000 annual emigration on 
which the computation was based 
could be placed for fifty years 
where it would be far more easily 
within the reach and control of the 
Government, and where it would 
involve no unpleasant arrange- 
ments and possible embroilment 
with any other powers.

150,000 men, and owns a city and 
several towns and villages in Ger- 
many, will soon possess no fewer 
than nine different groups of 
works. 

The rise of the firm has been re- 
markably swift. In 1810 a working 
mechanic called Frederick Krupp, 
set up a forge in the village of Es- 
sen. Wretchedly poer, he yet con- 
trived to keep four workmen in his |: 
pay. He had ideas which, he 
hoped, would revolutionize the 
manufacture of steel. Handicap- 
ped by his poverty, however, and 
by a ten years’ lawsuit, he accom- 
plished nothing, aad died, wornout 
by failure, in 1826. 

When his son Alfred, for whose 
schooling the widowed mother had 
scarcely been able to pay, entered 
the business in 1848, he found, to 
use his bwn words, ‘‘three work- 
men and considerably more debts 
than cash.’’ Before his death, fifty 
years later, he was one of the most 
powerful factors in the wars of 
Europe. 


LIVING LANDMARK. 


Wedged in between two huge 
workshops in Essen, which is now 
a city of a quarter of a million in- 
habitants, and is practically the 
property of the firm, there stands 
the tiny old-fashioned cottage in 
which the founder of the firm strug- 
gled for a livelihood. It bears an 
inscription in the handwriting of 
Alfred Krupp, coilamending the ex- 
ample of his parents to the work- 
people. The site of that cottage 
is worth thousands, but it still stays 
unused. 

It would be difficult to name three 
European countries in which the 
Krupp firm have no interests. In 
Germany they own, besides Essen 
(their headquarters), the Germania 
Dockyard at Kiel (where they build 
Dreadnoughts), three coal mines, 
many iron mines and foundries, and 
great steel-making works at Rhein- 
hausen on the Rhine, and at Magde- 
bourg. They have coal and iron! 
mines all ever Europe. The fam- 
ous iron-making town of Bilbao, in 
Spain, is partly theirs. It is from 
Bilbao that Britain gets most of 
her supplies of iron ore. 


HOTEL FOR KRUPP’S GUESTS 


Everything Krupp’s do is on a 
gigantic scale. At Essen they keep 
an hotel solely for the use of the 
firm’s guests. These are cmefl\ 
foreign military and naval officers 
inspecting the work Krupp’s are 
carrying out for- their respective 
countries, No bills, of course, are 
prese ited, This hotel costs 
Krupp's a clear $125,000 a year.

Robert Louis stevenson was,

rest of his life. After a few years’ 
wandering over the Pacific he set- 
tled down at Samoa, in the South 
Seas, and there he died years af- 
terwards. So much did he long 
for home that he said he would wil- 
lingly give a year of his life to see 
the gas-lamps shining on the rainy 
pavements of Edinburgh. But it 
was as well he did not come, for 
it would have meant a speedy death. 
Besides, we owe many of his finest 
books to his seven years of exile. 
‘Catriona’ and ‘‘The Master of 
Ballantrae,’’ were written in Sa- 
moa. Sometimes, even while there 
he was in such pain that he could 
not speak, but had “Yo dictate his 
|books by the deaf-and-dumb alpha- 
bet. 

Lord Roberts spent forty-one 
years soldiering in India. He first 
| went to India in 1852. After serv- 
ing through the days of the Mutiny, 
jhe returned home in 1854 to re- 
\ceive the Victoria Cross frum the 
(‘Queen and to be married. When 
lhe went out again it was to remain 
in India for twelve unbroken years. 
By that time he had won fame by 
the march of Kandahar. A Brit- 
ish force had been defeated at Mai- 
wand, and retreated on Kandahar. 
Roberts, after marching at top

time and experiment will be re- 
quired to determine their useful- 
ness the formulas are interesting. 

An English scientist, Dr. F. G. 
Welchmann, has e a rubber 
from the seeds of a South American 
palm known as taqua nuts. He ex- 
tracte the vegetable albumen, com- 
pounds it with an animal albumen 
and a guitable solvent and  pro- 
duces a hard rubber which has al) 
the tensile strength and other qual- 
ities of rubber, except that it will 
not stand the action of water and 
chemical agents. 

This difficulty in turn has been 
overcome by compounding ft again 
with a cantlensed product of phen- 
ol and formaldehyde. This mater- 
ial again pfay be combined with as 
many substances as native rubber. 

The other substitute comes from 
Germany, . Five hundred parts of 
erythrene are dissolved in benzine 
and the solution is heated for ten 
hours at a temperature of 150 de- 
grees.centigrade. A steam distil- 
lation then removes the. solvent and 
the elastic substance that remains 
closely resembles rubber.

It is a disorder of the lower class- 
es, and emigrants are not allowed 
to land with it; neither are chil- 
dren suffering from it» admitted to 
the schools. 

Favus is not only a loathsome, 
but also a very serious disease, for 
the reason that unless persistently 
and scientifically treated, it is ab- 
solutely incurable. It never dies 
out of itself, as common ringworm 
so often does, but will last until 
every hair on the scalp has been 
permanently destroyed. Cases 
have been reported that lasted for 
forty and fifty years, and even 
when treatment is instituted, it 
sometimes takes years to effect a 
cure. 

The disease is passed on by direct 
contagion from one person to an- 
other, or from a pet domestic ani- 
mal.

$250,000,000. The value of the west- 
erp grain crop is placed at $150,000,- 
000, to which must be added $18,000,- 
000, the value of crops other than grain. 
Ontario, in common with the county 
at large, suffered from a short crop of 
potatoes and fruit. In general the 
agricultural production was abundant, 
aod reports from competent authori- 
ties in the west limit the crop damage 
there to southern Manitoba, south- 
western Saskatchewan and southern 
Alberta. Failures in Canada in 1910 
were 1,460, with liabilities of $15,500,- 
000, as compared with 1,585 in 1910 
when the liabilities were $12,742,231. 
The higher liabilties in 1910 were due 
to several large individual failures 
There has been no great apparent pro- 
gress inthe fron and steel industry, 
but there have been preparations for a 
wide expansion in 1911.

There were two notable occur- 
rences in Germany recently. One 
was the election to the reichstag of 
a Radica) candidate in an east Prus- 
sian district which has been Con- 
servative for a quarter of a cen- 
tury. He was successful on the 
second ballot because thé Socialists 
threw their votes for him. This is 
interesting because it shows that 
socialism’ is no longer confined to 
city workers, but is diffusing itself 
through agricultural districts, 
which in the past have ben dogged- 
ly loyal to the old ideas. The pea- 
sants, or small farmers, have been 
the mainstay of conservatism. If 
city and country are to join hands, 
there can be but one potion and 
that most painful to an emperor 
who believes in the divine right of 
monarchs, 





There is at least one good word 
to be said for German ®écialism. It 
makes for peace. The Socialists 
are working-men who wéuld have 
to do most of the fighting if there 
were a war. If Germany were at- 
tacked they would fly to arms. They 
want no aggressive war. That may 
be one reason why the ‘‘war lord’’ 
of the empire never has drawn the 
sword; though he has often clapped 
his hands menacingly to the hilt. 
_ There has been no war, but there 
have been costly preparations for 
a possible war. Other nations have 
felt obliged to pursue~xthe same 
course, and thus the emperor has 
managed to saddle on them expen- 
ditures which they otherwise would 
have foregone. 





Pe fe Jargely because of outlays 
for military purposes that Germany 
has pursued for many years the 
vicious financial policy of spending 
in excess of its revenues and bor- 
rowing to make good the deficit. 
Thus in ten years $720,000,000 has 
been added tu the national debt. 
There could be but one end to an- 
nual deficits of that magnitude if 
continued, so the German secretary 
of the treasury says they will cease. 
For the coming year receipts and 
expenditures are to balance. If this 
shall be brought about in reality, 
and not through any trick of book- 
keeping, German credit will be 
strengthened. 





This better showing will be in 
part ‘ue to increased revenues, the 
result of new taxes. But new taxes 
are apt to make more Socialists.

|as 1714 a patent was taken out in 
England by Henry Miil for ‘‘a 
machine) for impressing letters 


‘singly and progressively as in writ- 
ing, whereby all writings may be 
|ingrossed in paper so exact as not 
to be distinguishable from print.’’ 

His machine was, however, a 
clumsy one and practically useless. 
lt was not until over a century la- 
jter (1829), that anything more in 
this line was attempted. Then the 
first American typewriter, called a 
|‘‘typographer,’’ was patented by 
W. A. Burt. 

In 1823 a machine was produced 
in France having a separate key le- 
ver for each letter, and between the 
years 1840 and 1860 Sir Charles 
‘Whetstone invented several mach- 
‘ines which are now preserved in 
the Soutn Kensington Museum, 
London. 

In 1873, C. L. Sholes, an Ameri- 
ean, after five or six years work, 
succeeded in producing a machine 
sufficiently perfect to warrant ex- 
tensive manufacture. He interest- 
ed a firm of gun manufacturers in 
it, and in 1874 the first model of 
the modern typewriter was put up- 
on the market.

SETTING MILK FOR CHEESE. 
The proper method of setting the 


milk after it has been ripened te 
the necessary degree of  acid- 
ity depends upon the tem- 
peraiure of the milk and 
the strength of rennet ueed. 


The ideal temperature scems to ble 
from 84 to 86 degrees, preferably 
the former; too high temperature 
causes the curds to hardén tov 
quickly with loss of fat, and low 
temperature requires longer time 
for a proper degree of hardness or 
a soft cheese or curd will be the 
result. ‘It must be borne in mind 
that we must have a uniform tem- 
perature throughout the vat of 
milk. 

The amotynt of rennet to use de- 
pends upon¥its strength, the tem- 
perature and acidity of the milk, 
and the kind of cheese to be made; 
from 2 to 4 ounce per 1,000 Ibs. of 
milk may be used; it should coagu- 
l e milk sufficiently for cutting 
it from 20 to 35 minutes after add- 
ing. The rennet should be diluted 
with about forty times as much cold 
water before adding io the milk; 
this allows it to be well stirred into» 
the milk before coagulation begi1s. 
Always use a rake to stir rennet 10 
with; a dipper can be used ani 1 
preferred by many mak :rs.

AETBACK FOR BURGLAR. 


Apparatus Invented Which Sets 
Bells Ringing. 


A new invention is announced 
which adds yet one more scientific 
peril to burglary and  safe-break- 
ing. It is a little apparatus which 
sets bells ringing in police stations, 
watchmen’s lodgings, and similar 
places the moment a light is shone 
upon it, and once the bell has 
started only the man with the key 
of the place where the electric bat- 
teries are can stop it. 

This invention was made by M. 
E. Dafan, of Jouzac, Germany, 
and depends upon the fact that a 
substance called seienium acquires 
door, or anywhere elee, and a bur- 
glar throws his light on it, the 
bells bogin to ring. The selenium 
when a light shines upon it the pro- 
perty of allowing an electric cur- 
rent to pass through it. 

When it is placed on a gafe or a 
is arranged so that it is in contact 


with platinum wires, and this ar- 
rangement is called a ‘‘selenium 
cell,’' Wires leading from the 


cell are attached to an electric bat- 
tery and to an automatic arrange- 
meut which actuates the bell. 
What happens is this: When the 
light causes the selenium to allow 
the current from the battery to 
pass through it the current mag- 
uetizea a bar of iron. Tho latier 
attracts a light metal arm fo it, 
and the electric bell is then = con- 
ected up by live wires and rings. 
The selenium cell measures about 
3 inches by 1 inch, end costs 814. 
It would, he explained, be neces- 
sary to cover the cell over in day- 


time, as continuous light causes 
the selenium to lose ils power. It 
could be covered with a varnish 


that is transparent to light. 

Of course the first ravs of the 
dawn shining in upon the selenium 
cell would start the bell  vinging, 
and to overcome that it would be 
necessary either to have shutters or 
blinds which would, when closed or 
drawn, convert the office in which 
the safe stoud into a dark room, or 
else to arrango by means cf clock- 
work that the selenium would be 
automatically covered over by a 
slide at the moment of daylight in 
the morning.

tion. More loss of fat and casei 
is caused by the makers in this 
stage of cheese making than any 
one is aware of. The temperature 
at which the cheese may be cured 
should: also be considered and the 
amount of rennet to use; for A 
quick ripening at high temperature 
more rennet may be used, but for 
ripening at about 55 degrees to 
60 degrees, use not more than 2 1-4 
ounces of rennet.—R. C. H. Fow- 
ler in the New York Preduce Re- 
view.
